phantom wave of prosperity is sweep- 
ing westward and as it strikes towu 
after town, its arrival instead of res- 
toring confidence and making matters 
easier, is demoralizing, bank failures 
are of daily occurrence and suicides 
and crime are becoming epidemic.

THE WATER- QUESTION. 


An adjourned citizen's meeting for 


tbe consideration of the water and light 
question for tho town of Beno will -be 
held to-morrow evening at the court- 
house. The reports of the committees 
.which were appointed and instructed 
to obtain data and information and 
present plans will be received. A num- 
ber of schemes have been suggested, 
but when carefully looked into there 
are more or less seiions objections to 
each. The most of these, however, can 
be overcome and a plan can probably 
be agreed upon'that will be advisable. 
The greatest obstacle in the way is the 
money required t.o carry out the ptp-' 
posed works. 
A casual observer of 


each a project has comparatively little 
idea of the amount of money required 
to complete even an ordinary water 
system, and estimates have ranged 
from $20,000 to $!iOO,000. The latter 
amount would' doubtless be a good be- 
• ginning, but would probably fall far 
short of the sum necessary for the com- 
pletion of a perfect system. 


No one will question the value to a 


community of pare water, and it is 
hoped that the matter will be carefully 
considered and a plan adopted that will 
not simply be experimental and of 
little use when tried. Public works 
usually cost a great deal of money and 
should be made of a permanent char- 
acter, as a cheap public convenience 
never lasts and requires constant re- 
pairs and is the most expensive in the 
long ran. 


SENATOB MOBOAN has offered a sub- 


stitute for the Pacific Bailroad bill, ia 


. which he provides for a Board of Trus- 
tees consisting of nine members, four 
ot them to he selected east of the Mis- 
sissippi river. A President is to be 
selected, but none of the board shall 
be stockholders. They stall be named 
by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate, and shall take control of the 
roada and manage them as a corpora- 
tion, with a view of settling the debt. 
Provision is made for a 4 per cent sink- 
ing fund, and the whole debt refunded 
in bonds bearing 3 per cent interest 
and running thirty years.

President."

The property would , be at the mercy bt 
the owners of the terminals.•• If the 
present bill passed, the Government 
would get its money out of the road,' 
and if obliged eventually to .take it, 
would get a railroad and; not a part of 
one.

was whether the Government should

The Tariff Debate. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—The first 


speaker upon the sohedule of woolen 
manufactures to-day .was S. N.-D. North, 
of Boston, Secretary of the National 
Woolen Manufacturers Associatiou.The 
association, he said, counseled modera- 
tion in fixing rates, requesting- a mod- 
erate protection which would enable 
them to reopen mills, and with a prom- 
ise of permanence. Changes were only 
less evil than rates too lo.wto permit of 
competition with.foreigners. The wool 
mahufactuters suffered more than any 
other class by the tariff of 1894. Tho 
months preceding the tariff revision in 
1894-, and the two years subsequent, in- 
cluded the most disastrous period to 
American wool manufacturers. -The 
bulk o£ woolen and worsted machinery 
had been wholly or .partially idle. At 
present there was more machinery in 
operation than during the summer, 
but the. general condition of the man- 
ufacturer was bkd. The imports of 
cloths in 1895 ran up to :40,070,000 
pounds, almost equal to three years 
under the McKinley act. The total 
imports of manufacturers of wool'in 
1895 
wero valued at $60,319,000, .foreign 


value. , The duty value was $90,000,000', 
about a third of the value of the wool- 
ens rnada .111 th& -mills of the United 
States in such a year as 1890, and equal 
to ubout half the domes'tic product of 
1895. The United States had sufficient 
machinery.whon in operation to supply 
home consumption. 


Importations' at low valuations,.he 


said, crowded upon a sluggish market, 
broke down domestic manufactures,. 
while the foreigners so -overdid the 
business Unit they, too, suffered from 
the reaction. 
The- cause was that the 


quality of the roods was.falliug ao that 
the uuit of value of a pound of im- 
ported goods fell'from 90 cents in 1894 
to 60 cants iu 1895.
